GRAND STAND COLLAPSES AT MONTREAL. 


Seven Persons Seriously Hurt at Park 
Royal Panic Among the Crowd. 

MontreaL, Que., July 16.—[Special.]—A 
grand stand containing 1,000 men, women, 
and children collapsed at the Park Royal at 4 
p.m. It was the third day’s celebration 
of the fall of the Bastile under 
the auspices of l'Union Nationale Frangaise. 
The stand with its human load crashed to the 
ground without the slightest sound of warn- 
ing. A terrible panic ensued among the 
10,000 people who thronged the park. The 
following list of those most seriously hurt, 
however, was obtained:

THREE MEN INJURED IN AN EXPLOSION. 


Ill Results of a Burst in a Gas Engine 
Military Display. 

Mruwavxen, Wis., July 16.—[Special.]— 
Oscar Wild and James B. Doyle, two steam- 
fitters, were severely burned by the explosion 
of a gas engine today at a pleasure resort up 
the river. The men were at work on the en- 
gine at the time. A laborer, Robert Schnuet- 
gen, who was assisting them, was also badly 
burned. All three were taken to the Emer- 
gency Hospital. They are doing well.

He Declares That Lieuts. Barker and Mu- 
ler Lowered the III-Starred Fireman 
from the Roof of the Cold-Storage 
Building=The Two Men Were on the 
Fair Grounds Off Duty, but Volunteere4 
for Work When the Fire Broke Out= 
Statements of the Marshal and Others. 


The published report of Lieut. Barker of 
Fire Company No. 52, in reference to the res- 
cue of Capt. Fitzpatrick at the disastrous 
Cold-Storage Building fire, has brought out 
some expressions of opinion and fact on the 
question. In his report to Fire Marshal Swenie 
Lieut. Barker said that acting under the orders 
of Marshal Murphy he and Lieut. Miller of 
Truck Company No. 16 raised ladders and by 
means of life-lines took Capt. James Fitzpat- 
rick from the roof of the Cold-Storage 
Building. i a 

Fire Marshal Swenie, on being asked who 
saved Capt. Fitzpatrick, said Lieut. Barker 
and Lieut. Miller, acting under Marshal Mur- 
phy’s orders, had done so. When shown the 
published quotation from the report of Lieut. 
Barker he said it was correct as far as it went. 
The report is ag follows: 

Denis J. Swenie, Fite Marshal and Chief of 
Brigade: I have the honor to report that dur- 
ing the fire of this date Lieut. Miller of truck 16 
and the undersigned, acting under directions of 
Marshal Mu , raised ladders and by means of 
life-lines took Capt. James Fitzpatrick from the

= What Chief Swenie Said. 

Fire Marshal Swenie said: I see an error 
has got into some of the papers by which 
Lieut. Barker is put down as belonging to 
Company 32. His proper number is 52. He 
was not on duty at the Fair that day. He 
only happened to be on the ground spending 
a holiday, as were about twenty others of aur 
men. Of course as soon as the alarm 
sounded every man of them rushed to 
the spot and volunteered his serv- 
ices. Lieut. Barker was there long before 
his company arrived and he put himself un- 
der Fire-Marshal Murphy’s orders. Marshal 
Murphy was in command of the men on the 
roof and he was here, there, and everywhere 
that his duty called him. There was 
no man there exposed to greater dan- 
ger and if in the hurry and the 
excitement, he told a newspaper man he had 
saved Fitzpatrick it is nothing much to won- 
der at. I dont know whether it was he told 
_the reporters go or some one else, but it would 
be easy for any man to make a 
mistake and easy for the reporter to take 
up the story wrongly. Of course I get the 
right story in the reports from every company 
when the excitement is over, and if anything 
wrong has been published we are always will- 
ing to help the newspapers to set things right. 
But it is no part of my business or any 
man else’s in the department to 
write to the newspapers to 2orrect mistakes. 
What’s done by the department is all over 
when the report is sentin to me, and there’s 
no secrecy about it—every one in the de- 
partment can hear all that was done and who 
did it. If the public wants to know more 
than it has been told we have no objection 
to let it know, but we don’t care to go be- 
yond our o duties. 

„Marshal Murphy and every man of ours 
did his duty that day and we havea good 
right to be with them, But all the 


acknowledge the services of the Columbian 
Guards and the foreigners. They all 
turned out and did their dest 
and they worked as if they knew how. They 
were in the sinoke and the wet, like our men, 
following up with the hose wherever a fireman 
led, shirking nothing and doing everything 
that was wanted; Those French marines 
seemed to be quite in their element and 
neither they nor the guards could have done 
better if they had been regularly drilled.” 
Chief Murphy’s Statement. 

Chief Murphy of the World's Fair Fire De- 
partment gives a flat denial to the story that 
Lieut. Barker of Truck No. 32 and Lieut. Miller 
of Truck No. 16 rescued Capt. Fitzpatrick 
from the roof of the Cold-Storage Building 
during Monday’s fire. The Chief says that 
neither of the men was on the roof at the 
time, and that as both men’s companies 
had to come from outside the grounds 
they could not have appeared 
until after the 3-11“ alarm had been 
turned in. This alarm, the Chief says, was 
not turned in until after Fitzpatrick had been 
brought down. Chief Murphy was unwilling 
to say much about the matter at first when he 
was seen last night. He said that he would 
prefer to wait until the whole came up before 
the Coroner’s jury. 

„Ten thousand people saw Fitzpatrick 
lowered from the roof of the Cold-Storage 
Building,“ he said, and they know who held 
the end of the rope.” e 

„Did Barker and Miller have anything to 
do with saving Capt. Fitzpatrick?” 

“They did not, I did not see either of these 
men at the fire. The companies to which 
both men belong were not called until a 
8.11“ alarm was sent in. Fitzpatrick was in 
the hospital at the time that alarm was struck 
and as both those companies had to come 
from outside the grounds, it is im possible for 
either of the men to have had anything to do 
with saving Fitzpatrick.” 

„Who did get Fitzpatrick down?“ 

Hans Reifeldt of Hook and Ladder No. 8, 
Capt. James Kennedy of Hook and Ladder 
No. 5, and myself. I claim no particular dis- 
tinction in the matter. What I did was what 
every other man in the department would 
have done, but Ido think it is a low down 
trick for others to say that we did not do what 
so many thousands saw us do, 

Tells the Whole Story. 

„Here's the whole story from beginning to 
end: I had gone up on the roof and had a 
coil of rope with me.. Harvey Williams of 
Engine Company 2 was with me and there 
were about twenty-five Columbian Guards 
up there. Just then the jumping began and 
as we got hold of the men the guards lowered 
them to the ground with ropes. I was stand. 
ing near the tower and Williams was at the 

‘north end busy straightening out the hose. 
Fire was beginning to show through the roof 
and most of the guards left. Just then a big 
bit of the tower fell on me and buried me. 1 
struggled out from under and just then two 
other men jumped. One was John Freeman 
and the other was Fitzpatrick, I shouted to 
Williams and he with Fireman McIntyre and 
one Columbian Guard, whose name I wish I 
knew, came back to me, I climbed in under 
the rubbish and pulled out Freeman. He was 
dead. Then we pulled out Fitzpatrick. He 
recognized me and I picked him up under the 
arms to carry him down. The other boys 
went on ahead. Then an explosion lifted 
the roof and I looked for a place to 
getdown. I dragged Fitz to the east side, 
but there was fire everywhere and I was shut 
olf; suddenly the roof gave way beneath me 
and then I saw that I could not get Fitz down 
without help, and I dropped him. He said 

Ed, don't leaye me; for God's sake don’t 
leave me.’ Hé said that three times. I told 
him I would have to leave him for a minute, 
but I would be back for him. Then I ‘slid 
down a hose line to the ground.

„I was standing at the foot of one of those 
truck ladder things that were stretched up 
against the east wall of the building. The 
top of the ladder did not reach the roof by a 
good fifteen feet. As I looked up Isawa 
man with the half of a big black mustache 
on his face crawl to the. edge of the roof and 
look over.

I 
asked to see who it was and the nurse lifted 
the clothes.

CASHIER BUSH ARRESTED AT ELMIRA. 


Charged with Crediting Notes to an Ac- 
count with Intent to Deceive, 

ELuma, N. T., July 16.—Cashier J. J. 
Bush, of the defunct Elmira National Bank, 
was arrested at his home here early this morn- 
ing upon a warrant issued by United States 
Commissioner John T. Davidson upon com- 
plaint of ex-Congressman H. H. Rock- 
well, representing Jackson Richardson, Presi- 
dent of the bank, and a number of depositors. 

In his affidavit Mr. Rockwell alleges that 
when the last quarterly report of the bank 
was made, May 4, the bank’s overdrafts were 
named as $18,612.53, when, in fact, Col. 
Robinson’s overdraft amounted to $48,000; 
that on or about May 6 Mr. Bush gave to the 
head bookkeeper three notes amount- 
ing to $54,000, which Mr. Bush 
directed him to credit to Col. Rob- 
inson’s account. It is charged that 
these notes were made in New York, May 6, 
and signed by unknown parties whose identity 
has never yet been established; that these 
notes were worthless and were thus added to 
Col. Robinson’s account for the purpose of 
deceiving and defrauding the stockholders 
and depositors. 

Mr. Bush was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Davidson, pleaded not 
guilty to the charge, and bail in the sum of 
$10.000 was furnished. The arrest was un- 
expected. 


WEALTHY BRAZILIAN MISSING. 


Padena Rezeno Engages Rooms at the 
Trenton and Disappears. 

Padena Rezeno, who is said to have large 
railroad interests in Brazil, is missing from 
his lodgings at the Trenton Hotel, No. 143 
Michigan avenue. Rezeno went to the hotel 
July 5 and engaged a suite of rooms at $20 a 
day. He went to his rooms in the morning, 
went out in the afternoon, but failed to re- 
turn. Last night two men, who said 
they were attorneys, went to the hotel 
and inquired for the missing man. They de- 
clared that he came to Chicago to settle up an 
estate owned by a former Chicagoan in 
Brazil.. The estate now is valued at $100,000.

Over the great doors of each 
crépe was draped. Even at the heads of the 
engine horses were fastened rosettes of white 
and black, and upon all the apparatus somber 
streamers of sorrow hung at rest. About 
these houses of mourning the crowd gathered 
with an interest not all due to vulgar curios- 
ity. It looked with something akin to rever- 
ence at the place which had been habitated 
by heroes and stared at the living firemen with 
a new and warmer feeling. The department 
had shown its fiber, and something of the 
glory of those dead was reflected upon the 
living. 

Midway, as usual, had the larger crowd pro- 
portionately. But even the people who crowd 
ed up and down the plaisance were not there to 
make a summer-holiday. Many of the con- 
cessionnaires had placards displayed announ- 
cing that a certain percentage of their re- 
ceipts would go to the relief fund, and to 
them most of the patronage seemed to fall.

The band concert at Lincoln Park is not 
new, but to those who weekly attend it seems 
never to grow old. Along the level reaches of 
the lake shore, where fashion flaunts her gay 
turnout, carriages were drawn up in a double 
line far on either side of the little pagoda 
where the most popular if not the most classi- 
cal arias were discoursed. 

When, on that one day in seven, all the 
countless cogs and wheels of toil are stilled 
and artisans and laborers can escape from 
the endless whirring and the choking 
dust, they want to get where the air is purest 
and the earth greenest. They want some- 
where where sunshine and quietude and the 
smell of fresh earth and the panorama of 
nature’s beauty may be unfolded to tired and 
aching eyes, appeal to the dust covered sense 
of the beautiful, and lure them from the 
leaden memory of their endless toil.

AN UNDERLING AND AUTOCRAT. 


A Subordinate Government Official Who 
Exercises Great Power. 
Washington Letter: The extraordinary au- 
thority vested in certain subordinate officials 
at Washington is one of the most remarkable 
features of this government by the people. 
For example, take the case of R. B. Bowler, 
First Controller of the Treasury. So far as 
money affairs are concerned he is the most 
powerful man in the United States. He is an 
autocrat, wholly independent of Secretary 
Carlisle, who cannot upset hisdecisions. Even 
President Cleveland has no power to coerce 


him.

IN THE CENTER OF THE BIG STORM. 


Commodore Paulsen Gives a Vivid Picture 
of the Experience of the Crusader. 
Commodore W. A. Paulsen, belonging to 
the Crusader Yacht Club, was caught in the 
squall of Sunday afternoon and relates the 


following ex perience: 

„We had ample warning of the approach- 
ing squall by the plainly marked black cloud 
to the northward; we were under full sail just 
about a mile east of Racine Reef. About 4:40 
p. m. a sharp puff of wind was seen coming 
on the water, its approach plainly marked by 
a line of white-caps easily visible three miles 
off.

OOUNTESS DI BRAZZA-SAVORGN ON 


Its Special Object Is to Create a Dirdet 
Trade with Dwellers in the Sunny Land 
How Some Samples from Queen Mar- 
gherita’s Valuable Collection Were Se- 


Story Gained Circulation. | 

New Lospon, Conn., July 16.—The Count- 
ess di Brazza-Savorgn, President and repre- 
sentative in America of the committee for 
the Italian Lace exhibit in the Woman's 
Building at the World’s Fair, is now at her 
mother’s summer house in Groton, Conn., de- 
tained by the protracted illness of her child, 
and therefore unable to be present to give 
personal attention to the exhibit, in the suc- 
cess of which she has taken such a deep in- 
terest, A representative of the Associated 
Press called on the Countess at her home in 
Groton and was accorded an interview. There 
were several mattersconnected with the ex- 
hibit which she desired to make public, and 
she gladly avuiled herself of the opportunity. 
Particularly she desired to bring to the notice 
of the public a guide-book descriptive of the 
unique collection of Italian laces, 

One of the special objects of the work,” 
she said, and the exhibit is to endeavor to 
arouse a direct trade with Italy in laces. It 
is impossible to make the laces in America 
which we produce, and therefore I cannot un- 
derstand why the duty upon lace should be so 
high. There is no lace manufactured in this 
country. Our exhibit, the entire profit of 
which goes to the poor of Italy, was suggest- 
ed by Mrs. Palmer, and when Mrs. Thomas 
Bryan of Chicago came to Italy I obtained 
for her an audience with and a promise from 

ueen that she would N to the per- 
mission of the whole royal household to send 
the royal laces to the Exhibition. We only 
had allotted to us a space thirty feet square to 
make an exhibit showing the employment of 
the women, of Italy, therefore we would 
take only one branch and use the o as 
accessories. 

The Queen’s Collection. 

Four or five of the philanthropic ladies of 
Italy volunteered their assistance. It was in 
May of last year that the exhibit was sug- 

ested. We decided that to complete the 
collection and make it as interest-

o back as far 


ing as possible we. had better 
as we could in the history of lace collec. 
tion by securing from all the different 
ancient families of Italy examples of lace, 
and ‘we also requested all of the most eminent 
archeologists, not only in Italy, but of other 
nations, to give us all the information they 
could. The consequence was such a vast 
amount of information on textile art 
and lace-making in par- 
ticular, and so many examples were 
found which had been made anterior to the 
time when lace was supposed to be exe- 
cuted,* that it would have been im ible 
even for the best informed on lace 
question to have understood the exhibit with- 
out an explanatory guide. The Queen there- 
fore requested me to write it, as I happened 
to possess the most information on sub- 
ject and would be most in touch with the 
American people, being an American by birth. 

** We were encouraged in doing this because 
of the devotion of Italians to lace, and of the 
vast treasures in private families and in the 
possession of the 25 Her Majesty fully 
realized that if we could send a 
unique collection of art treasures to 
this country and include beside them 
in the exhibit copies of these antique designs 
of laces and if we could show that they are 


generally, 


| as perfectly executed in Italy today as they 


were at the time of their greatest renown and 
glory, and are also as cheap as are even laces 
made in other countries—naturally the 
Americans would be glad to patronize the in- 
dustry and in this way many women who 
have been forced to abandon their needle and 
bobbin because there was not sufficient de- 
mand for their work could again maintain 
their families. In that way we could dimin- 
ish the immigration from Italy, which is as 
disastrous for that country as cholera or fam- 
ine would be.” | 
Explaining the Theft Story. ; 

The Countess then explained how the; story 
originated that valuable pieces had been 
stolen in transit. Of course, she said, the 
grand mistress of ceremonies to the Queen is 
not a commercial person, , therefore, was 
ignorant of the necessity of including an in- 
voice and simply sealed up the different pack- 
ages and placed them in zine cases inclosed 
in a wooden case, which was sent to the Con- 
sul at Chicago. Now, when I visited her 
Majesty and examined with her the entire col- 
lection of laces and chose those which I 
thought would be most interesting to send to 
Chicago she also laid aside a score of large 
and small pieces which had served as models 
for the point lace makers at the celebrated 
schools of Burana, of which the Queen is Presi- 
dent, and of which she was going to send 
the lace copies for sale to this 
country. These laces are all executed from 
the most artistic antique pieces belongi to 
her Majesty and the aristocracy of Italy, and 
each design is photographed, as it is too ex- 
pensive to send the samples to would-be pur- 
chasers. I, therefore, had in my possession 
— ap of all the pieces of which copies 
were made, and in writing to her 1 
asked to send a copy of the catalogue of laces 
destined for Chicago and markon it those 
which she desired photographed, seeing it was 
useless to photograph the others, as they already 
existed at Burana. Her Majesty read this as 
meaning to send only those I indicated to have 
photographed. Hence the mistake which was 
made, explained to me on receipt of my tele- 

rams, was followed by the offer to send the 
cking pieces. 

In the meantime I had been at Chicago 
and had noted the frail construction of the 
buildings, which is purprising, when in the in- 
vitations sent to the ladies of foreign nations 
they were descri as fireproof, and having 
already heard of two fires in neighbor- 
hood, and having only redeived from Presi- 
dent Higinbotham a bond guaranteeing 
$100,000 in case of fire or theft of these art 
treasures, whi'a there are already in the ex- 
hibit almo«t double that value, I felt I could 
not assume any further risk, the more so as 
every one of the above mentioned laces is ex- 
hibited in duplicate in the modern laces of 
Burana. And then again there is now at Chi- 
cago twice the quantity of laces which there 
is room to exhibit laid away on the shelves. 
having no place to put them on one side and 
no security on the other, with the fear of fire 
uppermost.“

papers ceding the land to the United States. 

he chief of the Seminoles at that time was a 
half breed named Smith—a man of strikingly 
handsome appearance, over six feet high and 
as straight as an arrow. This leader, together 
with two of his sub-chiefs, was standing in 
Gen. Clinch’s tent listening to the reading of 
the deed which took away their lands. At the 
conclusion of the reading the two sub-chiefs, 
who could neither fead nor write, made their 
marks. Turning to Smith, who stood in 
contemplative mood, gazing with fixed eyes

asked: 


Lou can write your name, Smith?’

Quick as thought the powerful half-breed 
whipped outa long, keen knife, and light- 
ning-like buried it to the hilt in the heart of 
one of the sub-chiefs, then in that of the other, 
and finally in the breast of the government 
agent, killing the three almost instantly.

Prof. Koch on Filtered Water. 


Prof. Koch has published a report proving 
that water is not freed of its chemical parts 
by filtration, butis almost completely freed 
of bacteria. It is sufficient, according to him, 
ifthe quantity of bacteria is diminished to 
100 for every public centimeter of water. 
Koch urges rigorous inspection of the water 
works and a filtering speed of not more than 
100 millimeters an hour. Purification is pre- 
vented by freezing of filter in winter by 
growth of microscopic plants in summer. 

He decides that although insufficient filtra- 
tion may not always cause cholera outbreaks, 
it is the main cause wherever cholera has ap-

GARCIA EFFECTS ANOTHER CAPTURE. 


Cuban Bandits Secure a Ransom for D. B. 
Moran Havana Trade Dull.

Havana, Cuba, July 16.—Manuel Garcia, 
the brigahd, has made another capture, this 
time in the populous district of Guines, only 
three-quarters of an hour’s ride from Havana, 
in the person of one D. B. Moran. He was 
carried off by Garcia and two of his band to 
the mountains, where he was kept prisoner 
some three or four days, until in answer to 
letters to a friend requesting him to send the 
requi funds, $3,000, for his ransom, he 
was released.

FACTS ABOUT THE SIAMESE INCIDENT. 


Feeling in France Expressed in a Recent 
Article Reply te English Sentiment. 

Panis, July 15.—(Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing company, New York World.] 
—The Siamese incident, as far as your cor- 
respondent has been able to gather, befell in 
this way. Thursday toward 4 o'clock the dis- 
patch boat Inconstante, commanded by Capt. 
Borie, and the gunboat Comete, commanded 
by Lieut. Belsarte, crossed the outer bar of 


the Meinam and ascended the river as far as 


Paknam, about eight miles from its entrance. 
Here they were suddefily assailed by a violent 
cannonade. Capt. Borie’s instructions 
were not to open,fire on the Siamese 
batteries, but it is presumed they did not apply 
to a case in which he should be fired upon. 
He replied effectively, and then forced the 
boom of woodwork thrown across the river, 
and continued on the way to Bangkok after 
silencing the forts in the fight. Two French 
sailors were killed and several wounded. It is 
reported that twenty Siamese were killed, but 
that cannot be known for certain. The little 
fleet reached the capital at night and anchored 
before the residence of M. Pavie, the French

Paknam is the most important 
defensive point on the Meinam ; the river be- 
comes narrow’ here and takes a sudden 
turn to the northwest. At Paknam there 
is an island on the right bend which 
still further narrows the navigable part of the 
river. A ship here is liable to a cross-fire 
from two fo That on the right is armed 
with five-inch Armstrong guns on Moncrieff, 
disappeari carriages, This artillery is 
rather complicated for the Siamese to handle. 
The French will certainly resent the action of 
the Siamese in firing on them without making 
little inquiry. It only remains to be seen 
what form that resentment will take. The 
attack was made on the French ships in front 
of Paknam, where they had a right, under 
treaty, to be. 

A significant expression of French feeling 
is contained in an article this evening of the 
Journal des Debats, a government supporter, 
and essentially conservative paper. It says: 

This is another injury added to those which 
the Siamese Government has already permitted. 
First it played with us in the affair of Khone; 
then came the murder of Grosgurin and his 
militiamen; now our ships are attacked. They 
have given Siam a rude lesson. The court of 
Bangkok counted on the inviolability of the 

einam; on its bar, which forbids the entrance 
of large ships; on the cannon which the English 
have sold it; on the boom which they had thrown 
across the river, and on the lines of torpedoes 
which the foreigners had placed in the river, but 
they counted for nothing. With a little pru- 
dence the Siamese woul ve stopped our 
flotilla, Under the influence of anwholesome 
excitement they opened fire, and now they know 
what it will cost them.

GLA DSTONE’S OHANGE OF HEART RE. 
SPECTING IRELAND. 

Seven Years Ago the Grand Old Man De- 
clared He Would Never Be a Party to 
the Very Thing He Is Now Engaged in 
Trying to Do=But Now He Sees All 
Things from a Purely Irish Point of 
View=Much Discontent in the Ranks 
of the Liberals, 


[New York Tribune Cable.) 
Lonnox, July 15.—“I will hot be a party,” 
said Mr. Gladstone at Matichester, June 25, 


1886, “to setting up a legislative body to | 


manage Irish concerns, and at the same time 
to having Irish members in London acting 
and voting on English and Scotch questions. 

No declaration could be more public and 
binding. It is for Mr. Gladstone extraordi- 
narily explicit. He does not deny it. He 
does not even seek to explain it away. Yet 
he has now done precisély what he said in 
1866 he would never do. The legislature 
he is setting up in Dublin is to manage Irish 
concerns, and there are to be at the same 
time Irish members in London acting and 
voting on English and Scotch questions. 

The attempt to limit their right of voting to 
imperial questions has been abandoned and 
the abandonment makes a fourth home rule 
bill. Thetoo famous ninth clause has been 
turned inside out. Mr, Gladstone does his 
best to minimize the importance of this last 
transformation, but Mr. Gladstone sees all 
things froma purely Irish point of view. He 
cannot be got to fix his attention on England, 
nor does he seem to care deeply what effect 
his fantastic experiments may have on the 
constitution of the kingdom. To him Ireland 
is the kingdom. He has now proposed in suc- 
cession three methods of dealing with Irish 
representation at Westminster. The first, in 
1886, was to exclude them altogether. The 
second was the original ' in and out arrange- 
ment to the biil first brought in at the beginning 
of this session. They were to be in for some 
purposes and out for others. The third is 
that carried Thursday, by which eighty Irish 
members remain in for all purposes.

Among Them Are a Natural Looped Brook 
and Two Creeks Running Parallel. 

Press: A gentleman who has 

been traveling in West Virginia hunting tim- 

ber land for a syndicate of furnituré manu-

scribed to a reporter was a small stream 
which. like a famous railroad loop in the 
Rocky Mountains, makes a circle and crosses 
itself again, This is probably the only in- 
stance of the kind in world and has never 
been described before in t It is a small 
stream in McDowell ounty near the 
town of Vivian. The brook takes its course 
down a most beautiful though rather narrow 
valley or ravine amidst scenery mountainous 
in its nature. At one ce its bed is quite 
narrow and here is where it crosses itself. 
After passing this point it turns sharply to 
the left and again to the right and, after mak- 
ing a citcle of about half a mile, it passes 
under iteelf some ten feet lower than the 
former surface of the water. This leaves a 
natural aqueduct. The rocks forming this are 
of peculiar construction, arousing astonish- 
ment and admiration in all who see it. 

There is another curiosity in the same sec- 
tion of the State which will probably be util- 
ized by the company of Cincinnati furniture 
manufacturers whose represenfatives discov- 
ered it. There are two streams in this instance 
called Dry and Jacob’s Forks, respectively. 
Their heads are widely separated, but ulti- 
mately their waters come together. Before 
their junction, however, they flow for some 
distance close together, only a narrow ledge 
of rocks dividing them. Dry Fork is eight or 
ten feet higher than Jacob's at the lowest 
place, and all that is necessary to secure a 
magnificent water-power is to cut through 
this ledge and let the water of * Fork into 
the other stream. This has been done in one 
instance, there being a mill in operation on 
this plan. This is probably the only case in 
this country, perhaps in the world, where a 
mill on one stream is run by the water from 
another.

A Negro Barber Who Outshone Solomon 
for a Brief Period. 


Seattle Press-Times: John Bryant was one 
of the most noted characters that ever struck 
the Sound.

He 
cied beaver hats at $20 apiece, silk under- 
wear at $40 a suit, shirts at $50 a dozen, 
neckties, kid dogsk in gloves, and silk 
hose by the dozen.

He 
paid $25 for a silk umbrella. 

He had a gold watch made to order in Chi- 
cago ata cost of $800; and on his costly 
watch chain nung a diamond horse shoe fast- 
ened toa gold book, costing $200.

$200. He paid $300 for the solitaire on his 
finger $50 apiece for his four diamond collar 
buttons.

of the fish than. any other. Attorney-General 
le has looked into the law and decides 
that there is no provision against Sunday fishing. 
The penal code provides a penalty, but the At- 
to says it is not the business of fish 
yrotectors to enforce the penal code or any other 


ae except mening laws. Under this de- 
cision Sunday fishing in New York State does not 


un 
cease to be a misdemeanor, but is so only under 
a law which is a dead letter. The decision is im- 
portant, especially in this and other cities.

Two-Headed, Double-Action, Reversibie 
| Snakes of the California Deserts. 


Bishop (Cal.) Register: Capt. W.C. Pidge, 
the superintendent of the Inyo marble quar- 
ries near the lake, has two jars of alcohol in 
which are several objects of unusual interest. 
There is one of the little rattlesnakes known 
as the side-winder because of his peculiar 
method of progression, which is sidewise, one 
end at a time, rather than straight ahead, like 
other reptiles. The side-winder is found in 
great numbers in the hot déserts, and during 
the warmer summer nights keeps moving 
all night long unless he happens to 
fetch up in a comfortable place like 
the folds of a blanket. It is said his bite is 
certain death; nevertheless, we never hear of 
any deaths from that cause. The Captain's 
specimen was one of seven he found under 
the same rock near the quarry. 

With this is another snake, a foot or so in 
length, which for certain powers and peculi- 
arities can challenge the reptile world.

IRON RAILS IN ARCTIC REGIONS. 


A Shipment of Rails for the Siberian Road 
via the Kara Sea, 


New York Sun: Capt. Wiggin, who ‘orig- 
inated the idea that the arctic waters of the 
Kara Sea might be utilized for commerce be- 
tween Western Europe and Siberia, is going 
to enter the Kara Sea again this summer on 
another voyage to the mouth of the Yenisei 
River. He is in command of an expedition 
sent out by the Russian Government to take 
to the Yenisei two light-draught steamers 
that have been built on the Clyde to 
navigate the great Siberian waterway. 
These vessels will leave England toward 
the end of this month. y will be 
carried by the arctic vessels Blencathra and 
Orestes, and the last named vessel will take as 
part of her cargo the first consignment of 
rails shipped by sea to the Siberian railroad. 
When the Orestes reaches the mouth of the 
river at Golcheeka the rails will be trans- 
shipped to Russian river steamers and 
taken far south to where the railroad is build- 
ing. The Blencathra and the Orestes will 
then return to England, where Capt. Wig-

The rails will form the first cargo of such 
heavy material that has ever been conveyed by 
sea to Siberia. Capt. Wiggin has the utmost 
faith that he will be able to make his way 
through any ice he may find in the Kara Sea. 
If the enterprise succeeds, a corsiderable 
saving of time and etpense will be effected as 
compared with the long and costly over- 
land journey.

CHOICE WORK OF THE SCULPTORS. 


A Rare Collection of Replieas from the 
Trocadero in Paris. 

The large collection of casts of architectural 
and other sculpture in the east court of the 
main pavilion of the Art Palace, is usually 
called the Trocadero collection, frum the fact 
that most of the casts are replicas of others 
preserved in the Museum of Compared Sculpt- 
ure in the Palace of the Trocadero, in Paris. 
There are also casts of many works of sculpt- 
ure from the Louvre and the Museum 
of Decorative Arts in the same city. 
The collection is sufficiently complete to 
enable the student of art to trace the develop- 
ment of French sculpture from its earliest be- 
ginnings down to the work of the modern 
masters, whose work was described in TI 
Tarsus of Sunday, July 9. There are in- 
cluded in the collection works of the Roman- 


esque, Gothic, Renaissance, and modern pe- 
riods. 


Romanesque art is, as the name implies, a 
development of Roman art, influenced to a 
large extent by Byzantine. But, because the 
art which represents the continuous logical 
development of the Romanesque is called 
Gothic, it does not follow that the Goths or 
Visigoths were the originators of it. These 
barbarians left no trace of any architecture 
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part in the ration of
